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American stream In nailed Seat river 
and the Canadian stream the Went liver. 
Smell exear*i*n boata ply from Buffalo 
or Tone wanda. going down the Weet 
river to kud below Nery Island, aod re* 
turning up the Eaet river, or vloe versa. 
Tbe foot of Navy Island la possibly a 
mile and a ball above the "'FaUe.” 

The aocoud day’s trip was to be to all 
the f’holea” known to our “master fish¬ 
erman. *’ eo we were all up betimee, end 
at 6 o’clock were out on tbe water. A 
heavy wind bothered us somewhat, but 
our hiui of black bae r , while email, w s 
gratifying, ae It was toe largest oatob 
of the day. Our master fladermao was 
Indefatigable lo bis efforts to fiod tbe 
flab. First tbe euLken scow, then tbe 
serge grass, again tbe “School Bouse'' 
ground*, tbe sunken wreck, and other 
places too numerous to meotlou, and all 
bavlog i,heir names—all dear to tbe mas¬ 
ter fisherman’s peart at one time or 
another, being where be or ods of bis 
party bud caught tbe most fish or tbe 
“whopper.” All fishermen have a “whop¬ 
per” they have caught or booked and 
lost, meat generally lost; but what im¬ 
pressed the “New York mao’’most on 
this second day was that, while lying at 
tbe “foot of Navy” aod “nothin* dolo,’ ” 
a boat cams aloogslde aod delivered a 
basket. Mrs. Holts had not forgotten 
us, and we all Immediately voted for 
lunch. Me knew what appetites the 
water and open air oan get op aod had 
prepared largely, no laea than five fried

Upm 
Inquiring of tbe master fisherman, wbo 
was u{tlng very emphatic language, we 
ascertained that “poachers’’ were In the 
bablt of dynamiting the water and 
gathering the Qab stunned or killed. 
This practice is Illegal and harmful. It 
kllle all sizes of fish, and tends to drive 
the base back Into the lake. 

Oa our return at night we found that 
tbe dynamiters bad been working all 
day. A telephone message had been 
sect to the fish warden at Niagara Falls, 
tut a reply was returned that he wae 
laid up with s lama leg. 

Tbe wator was too rough tbe third day 
of our stay, but on the fourth day v • 
fished over the old grounds nod some 
new one*. We al#o took tripe up tie 
Went liver (Canadian) mid spent an hour 
at Bleiifc Greek. The West river la more 
beautiful than the Eaet river, end we 
felt will repaid. The fishing wan exoel- 
tent, itod tha Hew York man, after 
watching carefully bow ft was dooe, 
managed to keep the flih booked that 
earns Ale way. Tbe day’s result was 
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eremely heavy, the train waa nours iete,
